All Pre-Legal 
Students Meet 
To Organize

• AN AVALANCHE of Reform Party ballots swept a new Student 
Council into power Friday night, and broke the three-year monopoly 
of the Service Party in campus governrtient. 

The strength of campus opinion reached tidal wave proportion 
and carried every elective office to the Reform Party. The 1,299 
votes cast marked the heaviest voting in the last five years. 

The new Council officers, whose administration begins in June, 
are: Frank Mann, president: Bill. Zeller, program director; Herb 
Lindsey, comptroller; Haley Scurlock, advpcate; Murray Berdick, 
publicity director; Roye Lowry, forum director; and Shirley Cox, 
secretary. 

The three senior class officers elected at the same time were 
Eugene Lerner, president; Betty Burch, vice-president; and Anne 
Joyce David, treasurer. :-r~. 

The Reform landslide this year marks the grat- clean sweep made 
by any political party In the history 
of University politics. The Reform 
victory also Indicates, party offi- 
cials believe, a. decided transition 
from night Student, control of stu- 
dent government to day school stu- 
dents. v Party members said that 
new Interest In school activities on' 
the part of day students was cul- 
minated in this election. 

The newly elected president an- 
nounced Sunday that the Reforfn , 
administration would encourage liT 
every possible way the participation 
of every student In the new govern- 
ment. Mann said, “I was naturally 
pleased to be elected, hut I know 
our work in the Reform Party hus 
just started. I believe you students 
voted for us because you wanted h 
change, so I invite you to help Us 
bring it about. Every one of you 
who wants to help build a real gov- 
ernment *at the University come to 
me or another council member, 
ajid I promise your suggestion will 
become a part of the Reform pro- 
gram for good government." 

Mann said that a special romitilt- 
tee would be set up by the now 
council, popularly called the "Gripe 
Committee," which would act upon 
the suggestions of the students. 

The highest number of votes 
polled in the election were cast in 
favor of Murray Berdick, new Pub- 
licity Director. Seven hundred 
vote* were cast for Berdick to the 
583 for John O’Dannell. The other

Saves School 
From Fire 


Eccles Will 
AddressMeet 
On Economics

• ILLUSTRATING his policy of co- 
operation between University activ- 
ities, ’’Friendly” Frank Mann, new- 
ly elected Reform President of the 
Student Council, saved The Hatchet 
and the University from a four- 
alarm Are last Sunday evaning, 
when he detected sparks billowing 
from the chimney of the President's 
office. 

Exactly thirty seconds after Mann 
reported the conflagration, Wash- 
ington's efficient Are department 
roared down “G” street, followed 
by the police, the U. S. mail depart- 
ment, The Hatchet staff, and all 
the little colored boys of the neigh- 
borhood. f 

After much consultation between 
the firemen, The Hatchet staff and 
the Reform Party, it was decided 
that the best course to pursue was 
through the windows. This en- 
trance was blocked by the glass 
when Ira Brown, Phi Beta Kappa 
Editor of The Hatchet said, "Gen- 
tlemen. we must have a hook and 
ladder truck," whereupon a hook 
and ladder truck was brought. 

The ladder was raised, branches 
were broken, and the firemen land- 
ed on the roof, the police pre- 
vented the pioneering Reformers 
and militant Hatcheteers from fol- 
lowing. Meanwhile, true to Hatchet 
tradition. Society Editor Carstarp- 
hen and Sports Editor Umstead 
stuck to their respective desks, 
grimly grinding copy until threat- 
ened with burning timbers, shat- 
tered glass, and falling plaster. 

The sparks were found to be 
coming from soot collected inside 
chamney. After extinguishing 
all possibilities of a recurrence of 
.the sparks, the firemen climbed 
down the ladder, lowered it to the 
truck, thereby breaking a few more 
branches, and went home. The po- 
lice went home, the mail truck went 
home, and The Hatcheteers went 
back to work.
